Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  Public  Health  in  the  Urban  District  of  Frinton  and 
Walton  for  the  year  1968.  The  Report  includes  that  of  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  same  period.  The  state 
of  Public  Health  in  the  District  remains  satisfactory  as  in 
previous  year. 

There  were  56  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified, 
including  53  cases  of  Measles.  No  outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning 
occurred. 


The  birth  rate  at  15.1  is  about  the  same  as  last  year 
and  the  death  rate  at  11.2  is  slightly  higher.  There  v/ere  125 
live  births,  and  only  one  infant  death  giving  an  infantile 
mortality  rate  of  8.0,  which  is  much  lower  than  the  National 
figure.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  recorded  at 
11.0,  compared  with  12.0  last  year.  Deaths  from  cancer 
amounted  to  40  including  6 cases  of  lung  cancer,  compared  with 
51  and  11  last  year  (1967). 

The  number  of  children  attending  County  Clinics  for 
immunisation  amounted  to  1,157  which  included  45$  injections 
against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough,  122 
vaccinations  against  Smallpox,  and  415  children  received 
protection  against  Poliomyelitis.  Measles  vaccinations  were 
started  during  the  year  and  162  injections  were  given. 

The  water  supply  remains  satisfactory  as  in  previous 
years  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  and  owing  to  the  measures 
taken  by  the  Water  Company,  complaints  of  discoloration  of 
mains  tap  water  have  been  less  frequent.  A total  of  230.889 
million  gallons  was  supplied  to  the  District  during  the  year. 
New  mains  laid  amounted  to  a length  of  1214  yards.  Details 
of  the  various  analyses  of  the  supply  are  given  elsewhere  in 
the  report. 

Progress  with  Walt on-on-Naze  sewerage  scheme  continues 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  system  will  be  in  operation  next  year.

The  ilass  Radiograph  Unit  visited  Walton-on-the-Naze 
during  the  month  of  May  and  9^4  persons  attended  for 
examination.  Three  persons  were  recalled  for  further 
examination  and  four  other  abnormalities  were  also  detected. 
Uo  cases  of  lung  cancer  were  identified. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  my  gratitude 
to  the  Council,  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  Officers  of 
the  Council  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year,  and  to 
the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  my  thanks  for  their 
excellent  work.

WATER  SUPPLY 


Practically  the  whole  of  the  water  supplied  to  the 
Urban  District  was  obtained  from  the  Dedham  Pumping  Station  of 
the  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks  Company,  with  some  assistance 
from  the  Company's  subsidiary  sources  at  Lawford,  Stratford  St. 
Mary  and  Higham. 

The  quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the  Frinton  and 
Walton  district  in  the  12  months  ended  31st.  December,  1968 
amounted  to  230.889  million  gallons,  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  0.631  million  gallons,  with  a peak  of  0.873 
million  gallons  per  day. 

The  total  quantity  taken  for  domestic  purposes  during 
the  year  was  194*932  million  gallons,  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  0.533  million  gallons.  The  total  amount  taken 
through  trade  meters  was  35*957  million  gallons,  an  average 
daily  consumption  of  0.098  million  gallons.

REMARKS 

These  samples  are  practically  clear  and  bright  in 
appearance  have  a reaction  on  the  alkaline  side  of  neutrality 
and  are  free  from  metals  apart  from  a minute  trace  of  iron.

SEWERAGE  AITB  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  contract  for  the  provision  of  new  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  at  the  Daze  was  continued,  hut  completion  has  been 
delayed  and  it  will  not  be  in  operation  as  early  as  expected. 
The  trunk  foul  sewer  has  been  laid  through  the  valley  between 
Elm  Tree  Avenue  and  Kirby  Road  and  relief  sewers  have  been 
provided  from  Walton  Road  and  Kirby  Road.  A new  main  surface 
water  sewer,  which  includes  an  open  watercourse,  has  been 
constructed  from  the  western  end  of  Butcher’s  Lane  to  its 
point  of  discharge  into  the  Walton  Mere  Boating  Lake. 

A contract  has  commenced  for  the  provision  of  pumping 
stations  at  Print on-on-Sea  and  Kirby-1 e-Soken,  together  with 
all  necessary  linking  sewers  to  carry  sewage  to  the  new  works 
at  the  Haze.  Part  of  the  village  of  Great  Holland  will  be 
provided  with  a new  sewerage  system,  and  this  will  be  linked 
to  the  Frinton  Pumping  Station.  On  completion  of  the 
contract,  estimated  for  early  1970,  the  use  of  the  Great 
Holland  and  Kirby-1 e-Soken  Treatment  Works  will  be 
discontinued,  and  a sea  outfall  off  Print on-on-Sea  will  cease 
to  operate  as  a discharge  for  foul  sewage.  The  sewerage  of 
the  Vista  Avenue  area  of  Kirby-1 e-Soken  forms  part  of  this 
contract. 

BATIIII'TG  POOL 

A satisfactory  bacteriological  standard  was 
maintained  during  1968  of  water  forming  a private  bathing  pool 
of  80,000  gallons  capacity,  at  the  Martello  Caravan  Site  in 
Wal ton-on- the-lTaze .

Occupied  Council  dwellings  total  379  > comprising  234 
houses,  38  Maisonettes,  85  Flats  and  22  bungalows.

In  order  to  make  the  fullest  use  of  existing 
accommodation,  tenants  of  under-occupied  three-bedroom  houses 
are  transferred  to  small  flats  or  bungalows,  whenever  this  is 
found  possible.  The  three-bedroom  houses  released  are  then 
allocated  to  family  units  from  the  Tenancy  Waiting  Lists. 

The  programme  for  the  modernisation  of  older  type 
Council  houses,  by  the  provision  of  standard  amenities,  was 
continued  during  1968. 


Spendells  House,  which  contains  26  bed-sitting  room 
Flatlets  and  4 one-bedroom  Flats  for  elderly  persons, 
continued  to  operate  smoothly.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
quiet  and  peaceful  surroundings  of  the  building,  the  comfort 
and  warmth  of  the  rooms,  facilities  and  amenities  available 
and  the  discreet  supervision  of  the  resident  Warden,  are 
greatly  appreciated  and  enjoyed  by  residents. 

There  is  no  shortage  of  applicants  for  vacant 
tenancies,  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  preliminary 
consideration  ?;as  being  given  by  the  Housing  Committee  to  the 
possible  provision  of  similar  type  sheltered  accommodation  for 
elderly  persons  in  or  near  Frinton-on-Sea,  if  a suitable  site 
could  be  found. 


Ho  problems  arose  in  the  management  by  the  Council, 
on  behalf  of  the  Greater  London  Council,  of  40  bungalows  for 
elderly  persons  in  Clays  Road  and  Thorns  Close  on  the  Farm- 
lands Estate,  Walton-on-tho-Waze . 


WAITIHG  LISTS  FOR  TENANCIES 

During  1968,  21  family  applicants  on  the  Waiting 
Lists  were  re-housed  in  three-bedroom  Council  houses  and  3 
tenancy  exchanges  wore  arranged.  In  addition,  11  tenancy 
transfers  were  necessary. 
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The  Waiting  Lists  of  Applicants  for  the  tenancies  of 
Council  dwellings,  revised  at  the  end  of  the  year,  contained 
the  names  of  77  applicants  for  houses,  99  Applicants  for  small 
dwellings  and  41  applicants  for  sheltered  accommodation.

Thero  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  District.  One 
meat  purveyor  arranges  for  food  animals  to  he  slaughtered  in 
licensed  premises  in  an  adjoining  area,  hut  the  hulk  of 
butcher's  meat  is  obtained  from  Wholesale  suppliers.  Home- 
killed  meat  is  inspected  at  the  places  of  slaughter.  Meat 
stored  and  exposed  for  sale  at  local  premises,  is  inspected 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Council's  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

MILIC  SUPPLY 

The  whole  of  the  milk  provided  to  the  District  is 
supplied  by  Dairy  Companies  having  premises,  other  than  local 
storage  depots,  outside  the  area.  Only  a limited  amount  of 
milk  is  produced  at  local  dairy  farms,  and  this  is  sold  to 
the  Suppliers. 

During  the  year,  the  last  remaining  dairy  in  the 
District  - Messrs.  Birch  Hoe  Farm  Dairies  Ltd.,  Pole  Barn 
Lane,  Print on-on-Sea  - was  taken  over  by  a Dairy  Company 
supplying  milk  to  the  area,  and  the  premises  are  now  used  only 
as  a milk  storage  depot. 

There  are  15  registered  Distributors  of  Milk, 
including  shopkeepers  who  sell  milk  in  the  unopened  containers 
in  which  it  is  supplied.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  Council  provides  a regular  weekly  refuse 
collection  service  at  all  dwelling-houses  in  the  area.  Trade 
refuse  is  removed  from  business  premises  hy  arrangement  with 
managements.  Special  collections  of  refuse  are  arranged 
during  the  summer  season  at  hotels,  restaurants,  cafes  and 
caravan  sites. 

The  quantity  of  refuse  dealt  with  during  1968  was 
approximately  37 >000  cubic  yards  or  about  1,000  yards  more  than 
in  1967  > an  indication  of  the  increased  refuse  output  from  an 
expanding  District. 

Income  from  all  refuse  collection  and  disposal  sources 
amounted  to  £1,159*

In  February,  1968,  the  Council  resolved  to  implement 
the  paper  sack  method  of  refuse  collection  covering  the  whole 
of  the  Urban  District,  as  a rate-borne  charge,  at  such  time  as 
is  considered  expedient.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  some  600 
dwellings  on  new  private  housing  estates  were  employing  paper 
sacks  for  refuse  storage,  sack  holders  having  been  provided  by 
the  Estate  Developers  at  the  request  of  the  Council,  and  the 
latter  supplying  the  holders  with  sacks. 


Facilities  for  the  free  disposal  of  unwanted  household 
equipment  and  large  articles  have  been  made  available  to  local 
householders  at  the  Council's  Refuse  Disposal  Site  at  Kirby-1 e- 
Soken.  The  Site  is  reasonably  convenient  and  available  every 
week-day  during  normal  working  hours.  The  full  use  of  this 
facility  by  householders  should  do  much  to  prevent  the 
indiscriminate  dumping  of  unwanted  articles  and  rubbish  on 
roadside  verges  and  vacant  plots.

123  Loads  of  reject  furniture,  other  bulky  articles 
and  miscellaneous  household  rubbish  were  dealt  with  at  the 
Refuse  Disposal  Site,  transport  being  provided  either  by 
householders  or  the  Council  on  request.  A charge  is  made 
against  householders  when  Council  transport  is  used. 

As  a result  of  formal  or  informal  action  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  19o7>  it  was  possible 
during  the  year  to  secure  the  removal  of  33  derelict  or 
unwanted  cars  for  destruction.  Removal  of  the  cars  was 
arranged  by  Contractors,  the  Council’s  expenses  being  recovered 
when  possible  from  car  owners. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


Efforts  were  continued  to  secure  additional  land, 
urgently  required,  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  by  controlled 
tipping  and  the  Council  hope  to  be  in  a position  to  acquire  for 
the  purpose  approximately  7ir  acres  of  suitable  low-lying  land 
adjacent  to  the  existing  Refuse  Disposal  Site.  Negotiations 
with  the  land  owners  were  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

STREET  SCAVENGING 


There  is  no  change  to  report  in  street  scavenging 
arrangements,  road  cleansing  being  carried  out  mainly  by  a 
Lacre  !Ie chani cal  Sweeping  Vehicle  and  street  gully  cleansing  by 
mechanical  means  under  contract.
